that he is a qualified voter and that 
he will be unable to be at home and 
vote in person on election day. This 
blank is filed with the election com- 
mission which sends a ballot to the 
applicant. 


On the back of the envelope, in 


which the voter must seal his ballot, 
is an affidavit to be filled out from 
the city or place in which he is stop- 
ping to the effect that the ballot was 
marked in secret and that the appli- 
cant was unable to vote in the district 
where he is legally a voter. 


This ballot must be mailed in time 


to reach the district of the voler the 
day before or on e'lection day.

The Sabine Women. . 


The story of the Sabino women is 


one of those vague legions of prehis- 
toric times that cause some moderns 
to regret the passing of the so-called 
classic period. The Sabincs wero au 
ancient tribe of Italy, supposed to 
have been named from Sataus, one of 
their deities. 
Little is known of their 


history, except that there was chronic 
war between them and tbe Romans. 
As the story goes, Romulus, tbe myth- 
ical founder of Rome, endeavored lo 
increase its population first by mak- 
ing it a cit.y of refuge for criminals, 
and, secondly, by inviting a lot of Sa- 
bine women t,o a banquet and then 
seizing and distributing them as wives 
among such Romans as were inclined 
.to matrimony, but were loo busy mak- 
ing war to prosecute matrimonial 
schemes in the usual way. So the Sa- 
bino women who attended the banquet 
were seized and handed out as prizes. 
While there Is no reason to suppose 
that the women were a party to the 
plot for their seizure, tradition says 
they accepted the situation gracefully 
and soon adjusted themselves to their 
new surroundings. 
In tho fresh out- 


break of war which followed sucb an 
event, some of them acted as peace- 
makers between tbe Romans and the 
Sablnes. 


Midnight Sun. 


The phenomenon known as "tbe 


midnight sun" is literally the shining 
of the sun at midnight, which takes 
place within the arctic circle at and 
uear midsummer. 
At that time the 


sun skirts the horizon without dipping 
below it. Tho further north one goes, 
the greater the number of days on 
which one finds tbe "midnight BUII" 
visible. The cause of tbe phenomenon 
is, briefly, tbe'inclination of tho earth's 
axis to tbe ecliptic. For the elevation 
of the pole at any given spot Is equal 
to tho latitude of that spot; and tho 
sun's polar distance on a midsummer 
day being 66% degrees, it will follow 
that in the latitude 66% degrees the 
sun will barely graze the 
horizon. 


North of that latitude tho midnight 
sun is observed for some days about 
midsummer time, and at the North 
cape, latitude 73% degrees, the mid- 
night sun io visible from May 12 to 
July 29.

The Sabine Women. . 


The story of the Sabino women is 


one of those vague legions ot prehis- 
toric times that cause some moderns 
to regret the passing of the so-called 
classic period. The, Sabines were an 
ancient tribe of Italy, supposed to 
have been named from Sabus, ono of 
their deities. Little is known of their 
history, except that there was chronic 
war between them and the Romans. 
As the story goes, Romulus, the myth- 
ical founder of Rome, endeavored to 
increase its population first by mak- 
ing it a city of refuge tor criminals, 
and, secondly, by inviting a lot of Sa- 
bine women to a banquet and then 
seizing and distributing them as wives 
among such Romans as were inclined 
t,o matrimony, but were too busy malt- 
i'n'g war to prosecute matrimonial 
schemes in the usual way. So the Sa- 
bine women who attended the banquet 
were seized and handed out as prizes. 
While there is no reason to suppose 
that the women were a party to the 
plot for their seizure, tradition says 
they accepted the situation gracefully 
and soon adjusted themselves to their 
new surroundings. In the fresh out- 
break of war which followed such an 
event, some of them acted as peace- 
makers between the Romans and the 
Sabines. 


Midnight Sun. 


The phenomenon known as "the 


midnight sun" is literally the shining 
of the sun at midnight, which takes 
place within the arctic circle at and 
near midsummer. 
At that time the 


sun skirts the horizon without dipping 
below it. The further north one goes, 
the greater the number of days on 
which one finds the "midnight sun" 
visible. The cause o£ the phenomenon 
is, briefly, the inclination of the earth's 
axis to the ecliptic. For the elevation 
of the pole at any given spot is equal 
to the latitude of that spot; and the 
sun's polar distance on a midsummer 
day being 66% degrees, it will follow 
that m the latitude 66% degrees the 
sun will barely graze the 
horizon. 


North of that latitude the midnight 
sun is observed for some days about 
midsummer time, and at the North 
cape, latitude 73% degrees, the mid- 
night sun ic visible from May 12 to 
July 29.

HOSPITAL IN HISTORY 


INSTITUTIONS 
HAVE 
BEEN 


KNOWN FROM EARLY TIMES. 


Before the Christian Era the Care of 


the Afflicted Was Considered a 


Public 
Duty — Philadelphia 


Had First In America. 


Tho first hospital 
established in 


America was opened in Philadelphia 
on February 7, 1750, For nearly two 
years Benjamin Franklin and other 
Influential men were working for the 
establishment of such nn institution, 
A charter was granted in May, 1751, 
and tho llrst board of trustees was 
elected tho July following. 


The day of the opeijing a number of 


patients were admitted who were reg- 
ularly attended and given their medi- 
cine free, Joshua Crosby was the first 
president and Benjamin Franklin tho 
first clerk, 


Tho second hospit ' established was 


in New York in 1771. From these ear- 
ly beginnings there has now grown up 
in the United States a veritable forest 
of hospitals. 
Every city, town and 


village has its duly appointed institu- 
tions of this character, and the hos- 
pitals of the United States are now 
acknowledged the most handsomely 
and thoroughly equipped in the world, 
and serve as models for European ar- 
chitects. 


Hospitals wore founded in very ear- 


ly times. 
India, Persia and Arabia 


had hospitals supported by their kings 
and 
rulers 
before 
tho 
Christian 


era. 
As far back as tho earliest pe- 


riod in Greek history the sick are 
said to have been treated in tho Tern- 
pis of Aesculapius at Epidaurus. 


IH the early Jewioh period a house 


for the reception uf 
the 
sick 
was 


called Beth Holcni. 
Such an institu- 


tion was Beth Saida, mentioned In 
the New Testament. 


Military hospitals aro of compara- 


tively recent origin, born of the needs 
of warfare and the advance of medi- 
cal science and hygiene. 
In the Cri- 


mean war of ]S5.| the French alone of 
the allied powers possessed anything 
approaching the equipment now com- 
mon to all armies. 


The English wounded were carried 


off tho Held in rough-and-ready fash- 
ion, sailors' hammocks being ultimate- 
ly utilized as a rude substitute for the 
French .stretcher and ambulance. 


Surgeons attended the wounded on 


the Held, for whom then; were little or 
no 
after 
accommodations, 
u n t i l , 


spurred by the publication of Florence 
Nightingale's 
description 
of 
condi- 


tions, the English government appoint- 
ed Lord M>rbf!rt'.s commission, which 
resulted in more 'effective 
hospital 


service. 


The hospital ship was established in 


tho early sixties, and shortly after- 
ward tho United States hospital corps 
was organized. The army nurse corps 
which is an auxiliary, branch of the 
medical department, was established 
in accordance with an army bill passed 
as recently as February 2, 1001. 


Hospital Sunday is observed In tho 


United States on tho last Sunday in 
December, and In England the Sunday 
nearest June 15, on which days the 
collections In churches are devoted 
to the support of hospitals. The cus- 
tom nab been generally adopted since 


1873.

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The Sabine Women. . 


The story of the Sabine women is 


one of those vague legions of prehis- 
toric times that cause some moderns 
to regret the passing of the so-called 
classic period. The Sabinos were an 
ancient tribe of Italy, supposed to 
have been named from Sahus, one of 
their deities. Little is known of their 
history, except that there was chronic 
war between them and the Itonians. 
As the story goes. Romulus, the myth- 
ical founder of Koine, endeavored to 
increase its population first by mak- 
ing it a city of refuge for criminals, 
and, secondly, hy inviting a lot of Sa- 
bine women to a banquet and then 
seizing and distributing them as wives 
among such Romans as were inclined 
to matrimony, but were too busy mak- 
ing war to prosecute 
matrimonial 


schemes in the usual way. So the Ka- 
bine women who attended the banquet 
were seized and handed out as prizes. 
While there is no reason to suppose 
that the women were a party to the, 
phot for their seizure, tradition says 
they accepted the situation gracefully 
and soon adjusted themselves to their 
new surroundings. 
In the fresh out- 


break of war which followed such an 
event, some of them acted as peace- 
makers between the Romans and tho 
Sabines. 


Midnight Sun. 


The phenomenon known as "the 


midnight sun" is literally the shining 
of the sun at midnight, which takes 
place within the arctic circle at and 
near midsummer. 
At that time the 


sun skirts the horizon without dipping 
below it. The further north one goes, 
the greater the number of days on 
•which one finds the "midnight sun" 
visible. The cause of the phenomenon 
is. briefly, the inclination of the earth's 
axis to the ecliptic. For the elevation 
of the pole at any given spot is equal 
to the latitude of that spot; and tho 
sun's polar distance on a midsummer 
day being 6614 degrees, it will follow 
that in the latitude 6G% degrees the 
sun will barely graze the horizon. 
North of that latitude the midnight 
sun is observed for some days about 
midsummer time, and at the North 
cape, latitude 73% degrees, the mid- 
night sun ic visible from May 12 to 
July 29.

of the town of village "may assemble 
In caucus not less than nine days 
prior to

of Election."

1 hi* Instance It ha« boon decided that

means "shall." 
At the de- 


,mand of any elector present 'the 
fu-U'Ction of candidates and the ele- 
ction of a caucus committee shall bo 
l,y ballot. 
'The section continues: 
"The two 


candidates for each 
office at such 


caucus who receives the greatest 
number of votes shall, be cortifleil by 
the chairman and clerk of the caucus 
to the town or village clork, and the 
names of such candidates »hajl be 
placed upon I ho official ballot by the 
town or village clerk unless the can- 
didates receiving the largest number 
of votes shall notify in writing the 
town or village clerk not later than 
two days after such caucus that his 
name be not placed upon the ballot. 


"Or such candidate may be nomin- 


ated by nomination papers signed by 
electors of Much towns or 
villages 


(for all candidates 'for governor at 
the last proceeding general election. 
Such nomination papers shall con- 
form to the provisions of sub-sections 
2 and 
15 of section 520 and shall be 


filed in the office of the town or vill- 
age c-'lork at least seven days, before 
the dectlon."

HOSPITAL IN HISTORY 


INSTITUTIONS 
HAVE 
BEEN 


KNOWN FROM EARLY TIMES. 


Before the Christian Era the Care of 


the Afflicted Was Considered a 


Public 
Duty — Philadelphia 


Had First In America. 


The first hospital established in 


America was opened in Philadelphia 
on February 7, 1750. For nearly two 
years Benjamin Franklin and other 
influential men were working for the 
establishment of such an institution. 
A charter was granted in May, 1761, 
and the first board of trustees was 
elected tho July following. 


The day of the opening a number of 


patients were admitted who were reg- 
ularly attended and given their medi- 
cine free. Joshua Crosby was the llrst 
president and Benjamin Franklin the 
first clerk. 


The second hospit " established was 


in New York in 1771 From these ear- 
ly beginnings there has now grown up 
in the United States a veritable forest 
of hospitals. Every city, town ami 
village has its duly appointed institu- 
tions of this character, and the hos- 
pitals of the United States are now 
acknowledged the most handsomely 
and thoroughly equipped in the world, 
and serve as models for European ar- 
chitects. 


Hospitals were founded in very ear- 


ly times. 
India, Persia and Arabia 


had hospitals supported by their kings 
and 
rulers 
before 
tho 
Christian 


ora, 
As far back as the earliest pe- 


riod In Greek history the sick are 
said to have been treated in the Tem- 
ple of Aesculapius at Epidaurus. 


In the early .Tcwijh. period a house 


for the reception uf the sick 
was 


called Beth Holem. 
Such an institu- 


tion was Beth Saida, mentioned in 
the New Testament. 


Military hospitals are of compara- 


tively recent origin, born of the needs 
of warfare and the advance of medi- 
cal science and hygiene. 
In the Cri- 


mean war of 1851 the French alone of 
the allied powers possessed anything 
approaching ihe equipment now com- 
mon to all armies. 


The English wounded were carried 


off the field in rough-and-ready fash- 


ion, 
sailors' hammocks being ultimate- 


ly utilized as a rude substitute for the 
French stretcher and ambulance 


Surgeons attended the wounded on 


the field, for whom there were little 01 
no 
after 
accommodations, 
until, 


spurred by the publication of Florence 
Nightingale's 
description 
of 
condi- 


tions, the English government appoint- 
ed Loid Merbert's commission, which 
resulted in more 
effeclive 
hospital 


service. 


The hospital ship was established in 


the early sixties, and shortly alter- 
ward the United Slates hospital corps 
was organized. The army nurse corps 
which is an auxiliary branch of the 
medical department, was established 
in accordance with an army bill passed 
as recently as February 2, 1901. 


Hospital Sunday is observed in the 


United States on tho last Sunday in 
December, and In England the Sunday 
nearest June 15, on which days the 
collections in churches are devoted 
to the support of hospitals. The cus- 
tom has been generally adopted since 


1873. 


Old English Street Names. 


Old street names in London often 


assumed strange forms through pop- 
ular corruptions. Gutter lano, for in- 
stance, was named after its owner, 
who happened to be one Guthurun. A 
flagrant 
example 
was 
Hangman's 


Gains, by the Tower, "a strange cor- 
ruption," as Strype tells us, "for 
Hammes and Guynes, where the poor 
tradespeople of Mammes and Guynes 
were allotted to dwell after Calais and 
those places were taken from the Eng- 
lish." 
Many years ago, in Pentonville, 


there was a Dobbin's place, and that 
homely Dobbin's was but D'Aubigny 
upon English tongues. 


In some cases it is possible to trans- 


form an ugly road name into some- 
thing quite pleasant, and even re man- 
tle, without much difficulty. 
There is 


the steep road which runs up from 
Parliament Hill Fields to Highgate. It 
used to be known as Swine's lane, ac- 
cording to local antiquarians. Now- 
adays, the Cockney may pronounce it 
much as before when he takes his 
ticket on the tram from Holborn. 
But 


the spelling is'dfffereat—Swain's Lane, 
—London Chronicle. 


Storage in Cato's Day. 


Storage of crops against a favora- 


ble time for selling appears to be no 
now idea. 
We find a grain of sound 


advice in Cato's writings 2,000 years 
ago: 


"Let your buildings be proportioned 


to your estate. It is fitting that the 
farm buildings should be well con- 
structed, that you should have ample 
of cellars and wine vats, arid a good 
supply of casks, so that you can wait 
for high prices, something that will 
redound to your honor, your profit 
and your self-respect." 


Evidently the problem of getting the 


best prices was then, as now, a ques- 
tion of providing storage facilities, ei- 
ther, on the individual farm or for a 
group of farms, such as were included 
In most Roman estates.—Country Gen- 
tleman. 


Oil Surplus Is Waste. 


One of the causes of the lubricant 


•working out from the differential case 
between the axles and tubes of the 
automobile to the brakes and wheels 
is due to using too large a supply of 
oil or grease In the differential case, 
It is not necessary to completely fill 
the housing, only to a point where 
the large gear will dip Into the lubri- 
cant. If the leakage continues, fit felt 
washers at the differential and wheel 
ends of the axles. 


As the wire employed for ignition 


purposes is composed of a large num- 
ber of fine Strands of copper, it is im- 
portant that they should be soldered 
to a terminal or connection to avoid 
the possibility of any of the strands 
coming in contact with metal and 
causing a short circuit

Had First In America. 


The 
first 
hospital 
established 
in 


America was opened in Philadelphia 
on February 7, 1700. For nearly two 
years Henjamin Franklin and other 
inlluentia! men were working for the 
establishment of such an institution. 
A charter was granted in May, l . u l . 
and the lirst board of trustees was 
elected the July following. 


The day of tbe opening a number of 


patients were admitted who were reg- 
ularly attended and given their medi- 
cine free. Joshua Crosby was the first 
president and lienjamin Franklin the 
first clerk. 


The second hospit ' established was 


in New York in 1771. From these ear- 
ly beginnings there has now grown up 
in the United States a veritable forest 
of hospitals. 
Every city, town and 


village has its duly appointed institu- 
tions of this character, and the hos- 
pitals of the United Stall's art: now 
acknowledged the most handsomely 
and thoroughly equipped in thu world, 
and serve as models for Kuropean ar- 
chitects. 


Hospitals were founded in very ear- 


ly times. 
India, Persia and Arabia 


had hospitals supported by thoir kings 
and 
rulers 
before 
the 
Christian 


era. 
As far back as Ihe earliest pe- 


riod in Greek history tin; sick ^are 
said to have been treated In the Tem- 
ple of Aesculapius at Kpidaurus. 


In the early .lewioh period a house 


for the reception uf 
the 
sick 
was 


called Beth Holem. 
Such an institu- 


tion was Beth Saida. mentioned in 
the New Testament. 


Military hospitals are of compara- 


tively recent origin, born of tbe needs 
of warfare and the advance of medi- 
cal science and hygiene. 
In the Cri- 


mean war of IS.'j-l the French alone of 
the allied powers possessed anything 
approaching the equipment now com- 
mon to all armies. 


The Hnglish wounded were carried 


off the field in rough-and-ready fash- 
ion, sailors' hammocks being u l t i m a t e - 
ly ntili/.i-d as a rude substitute lor the 
French stretcher and ambulance

The voter shall mark his ballot by making a cross or mark in 


the square at the right of the name of the candidate for whom he 
intends to vote, but in case of the ballot used for the election of - 
delegates to the National Convention, -the voter should vote -for 
not more than four delegates at large or any party designation, 
nor more than two district delegates, lor in case one 'should vote' 
for more than four delegates at large or two district delegates,. •„' 
the law provides that the ballot shall not count for any. 
In case, 


for instance, where the name of the man for president or vice- 
president appears on the ballot for delegates, the object according 
to Section 5-22 of the Statutes, is for the purpose of enabling 
every voter to express his choice for the nomination of candidates 
for president and vice president of the United States. Whenever 
there shall be filed with the Secretary of State, nomination papers 
as provided by section 5-2.1 of the statutes, the nomination of such 
candidates to be certified to the county clerk and placed upon the 
oflicial delegate ballot. 


The Judicial ballot used at this election is for the purpose of 


electing a Justice of the Supreme Court to succeed Win. H. Timlin, 
whose term expires the first Monday of January, 1917, and such 
other Judicial officer's, County and State, whose terms expire at 
the time. 


The ballot should not be marked in any other manner except 


as heretofore mentioned. If the ballot be spoiled it must be re- 
turned to the ballot clerk, who must issue another in its stead, but 
not more than three in all shall be issued to any one voter.

After the ballot is marked it should be folded so that the 


inside cannot be seen, but so that the printed endorsements and 
signitures of the ballot clerks on the outside may be seen. Then 
the voter should pass out of the booth or compartment, give his 
name to the inspector in charge of the ballot box, hand him his 
ballot to be placed in the box, and pass out of the voting place. 


A voter who declares to the presiding officer that he is unable 


to read, or that by any reason of physical disability he is unable 
to mark his ballot can have assistance of one or two election officers 
in marking same, to "be chosen by the voter, and if he declares he 
is totally blind he may be assisted by any person chosen by him 
.

TIMBERING MINES IS COSTLY 


Owners Compelled to Put Millions of 


Dollars Underground Every Year 


of Operation. 


Nearly 00.000,000 cubic feet of tim- 


ber aro placed in the anthracite mine* 
of Pennsylvania every year, if an esti- 
mate In tho Colliery Engineer, lately- 
acquired by Coal Age, that the amount 
of timber in anthracite mines Is ap- 
proximately ono cubic foot for every 
ton of coal mined, Is correct. Tho tim- 
bered gangways and drifts cover a. 
vast extent, exceeding 7,000 miles, and 
tho closely timbered shafts with their 
miles of heavy guide umbers which 
must bo constantly replaced, form a 
ikrge item. The total output sinco the- 
beginning of anthracite mining Is over 
2,500,000,000 tons. 


A billion totis of water, or over 11 


times as many tons as tho coal pro- 
duced during tho year, must be pumped 
out of the anthracite mines every year. 
According to the chief of the Pennsyl- 
vania department of mines the timber- 
ing is an even greater expense than, 
tho pumping. Tho cost of placing this- 
vast forest below, ground is stagger- 
ing. 


The cost of the material Is given aa. 


about 
(j.G cents per cubic foot for 


round timber and 20 cents per cubic 
foot for sawed timber. 
At tho lower 


figure'this would make 'JO,000,000 cubic 
feet cost $5,850,000. In addition to this, 
there are millions of mine ties, and 
icavy white oak is used for the mine 
;ars. Tho use of steel timbers, which, 
ire being adopted on account of their 
ongevity, for main gangways, turn- 
outs, pump rooms and shaft and slope 
bottoms, will add to the total cost of 
mining for the next few years, but will 
effect a final saving. Most of the tim- 
ber now used in the anthracite minca 
s yellow pino from tho South.

LIKELY TO BE VILLA'S TACTICS 


. Washington, D. C.—Tho administra- 
tion has announced that it has no in- 
tention of entering Mexico in force, 
and therefore will merely send a suffi- 
cient body of mobile troops to locate 
nnd disperse or capture the band or 
bands which attacked Columbus. 


This, then, Is tho problem before the 


war department. To bring this about, 
two forces must be provided, one to go 
after Villa and the other to guard the 
border, so that he or other Mexican 
leaders.may not raid It as. was done at 
Columbus, says Capt. Henry J. lleilly 
in the Chicago Tribune. 


If Villa keeps his forces concentrat- 


ed and offers battle, the problem will 
be much more simple than if he scat- 
ters his forces in email bands all over 
the country. If be keeps them concen- 
trated we will have to send a force suf- 
ficiently largo to defeat him in battle 
and to guard its own line of communi- 
cation. 


Provisions Important Factor. 


If ho scatters his troops in small 


bands all the principal points through- 
out the country in which he can oper- 
ate will have to bo occupied in order 
that lie may get no provisions from 
any of, tho towns or .principal ranches 
nor wator from any of the water holes 
and be unable to use any of the passes 
across tho Sierra Madras, while at the 
samo time bodies of troops sufficiently 
largo chaso and destroy his various' 
bands. 


The guarding of the border has been 


a difficult matter since 1911, when the 
troops wore first sent on this duty. 
Tho frontier is 1,200 miles long. Ap- 
proximately six hundred of this is an 
imaginary lino. Along the Rio Grande, 
which runs'along tho eastern half, of 
the border, there are many fords. In 
other words, in general the border can 
be crossed easily almost anywhere. 
All along it are ranches. 
Here and 


there along it aro a number or towns. 


Need Cavalry on Border. 


We have novor had enough troops to 


afford complete protection to all these 
towns and ranches. The consequence 
has .boon that In most vicinities the 
number of. troops Is not sufficient to 
prevent such an attack as was made 
at Columbus. Such attacks have been 
foreseen for a long time, but tiie war 
department could not put more1 troops 
along the frontier than it had avail- 
able. 
It is a-duty which should be 


principally performed by cavalry be- 
causo of tho distances to be covered 
and because the enemy forces almost 
Invariably consist of mounted troops. 


It may be remarked that in splto of 


this obvious lack of troops1 now evi- 
dent for almost five years ilie bill re- 
cently reported by Mr, Hay's commit- 
tee' of the house of representatives 
adds no cavalry to tho army and only 
ten regiments of infantry, Had there 
been 
sufficient cavalry Immediately 


available at Columbus -the probabili- 
ties are that had Villa attacked at all, 
which .would have been doubtful under 
such circumstances, he not only would 


have boon beaten, as he was, but cap- 
tured or killed, and his whole force 
dispersed. 


Too Scattered for Protection. 


An attempt to give some protection 


to all parts of tho border has led to 
a dispersion of the troops to such an 
extent that there aro many compara- 
tively weak points, such as Columbus. 
All Villa or any other leader has to 
do Is to determine by means of spies 
where thoy are, and then suddenly 
attack them. 


The only thing that saved the troops 


at Columbus from being beaten by tho 
overwhelming numbers which Villa 
brought against them Is tho great su- 
periority of our regulars to any troops 
which the Mexicans can bring against 
them. 
For tho pursuit of Villa most 


of our cavalry undoubtedly will have 
to be taken. This means that the pro- 
tection of the border will have to be 
primarily In the hands of the Infantry, 
who are hindered by their comparative 
lack of mobility and the largo stretches 
of country they will havo to protect. 


Nature of Land. 


The state of Chihuahua is immedi- 


ately to the south of that part of tho 
border along which Villa has recently 
operated. 
To its west Is tho state of 


Sonora. The two are separated by the 
Sierra Madro. 
Chihuahua is about 


three times the size of the stato of 
New York. About four-fifths of it is 
rolling plain at a height of from four 
thousand to eight thousand feet above 
sea level. In general It slopes down 
hill from the south to the American 
border. 
This plain is covered with 


brush and cacti of all kinds. Tho veg- 
etation is distinguished by its thorn- 
bearing capacity. 


There is not a great deal of water, 


and such as there is Is generally found 
in water holes, called tanques, While 
these, as a rule, are of considerable 
size, they are generally quite a dis- 
tance apart. 


If Villa keeps his force concentrated, 


he may retreat'practically due south, 
which means a long stern chase, with 
a steadily Increasing line of communi- 
cations and more and moro danger of 
tho mass of .the Mexican people be- 
coming convinced that we are making 
a real invasion instead of merely help- 
ing the federal authorities to dispose 
of a dangerous rebel. 


On the other hand, he may cross the 


Sierra Madres and raid some part of 
the Arizona border, or ho may return 
to the east and strike some part of 
the Texas border. 
If he goes due 


south, tho railroad, of course will be 
available for a line of communications. 
If he goes toward the Sierra Madros, 
the railway running to Minaca .will 
be available. 
If he goes In any other 


direction, wagon trains and pack trains 
will have to be used. 
Whatever tho 


line of communications, they will have 
to be guarded to prevent Villa or any 
considerable part of his force from 
slipping around the troops after him 
and attacking tJiem. 


As practically nil Villa's men are 


mounted, to catch him mounted troops 
will have to be used. This moans cav- 
alry and field artillery. If he gets into 
the Sierra Madres mountain artillery 
only can bo usod. In this type of ar- 
tillery tho guns are dismounted from 
the carriages and all the parts and am- 
munition carried on pack mules. 


One Aero Squadron. 


We I'.avo one aero squadron which, 


If it can get over the country, prob.-ibly 
will be of great uso In helping to locate 
any 
considerable forces Villa 
may 


keep together. We have no reserve of 
men or horses to bring our regiments 
to war strength or to make good caa> 
unities.. Therefore, even if w« st.urt 
with them at peace strength, we will 
have to let tho regiments used run 
down in strength or else lili thorn up 
with green men and green horses. Tho 
greater the number of those Die less 
the efficiency, with the consequence- 
that as time goes on wo will probably 
need a good many more men than 
would havo been the case had we at 
the present time sufficient trained re- 
servists to fill our regiments to war 
strength and to make good casualties. 


Will Resort to Guerrilla Warfare. 
from Villa's expressed intention to 


involve the United States as much aa 
possiblo in order to force intervention, 
tho probabilities aro that be will not 
make any attempt to fight a campaign 
but will scatter his forces, in order 
to give as much trouble as possible, 
keep the border in an uproar, and 
draw our forces as far as possible into 
Mexico. While the administration has 
definitely stated Its desire to do noth- 
ing more than to eliminate Villa, thfl 
problem, duo to the extent of country 
over which he can operate and our 
comparative lack of troops, which pro- 
vents 'our speedily ending tho cam 
paigu, is ono which can easily involve* 
us in difficulties which can only ba 
settled by a general war with Mexico, 


GOLD AND AMMUNITION 


BURIED BY VILLA'S MEM 


Villa has 3,000 men with him now, 


according to tho most authoritative re- 
ports. Ten thousand men, it is be- 
lieved, will join him on the day the 
American invasion is launched. Men 
old in the wisdom of the border say 
Villa will have from 20,000 to 30,000 
men within a weak after the hated 
"gringo" sets foot in Mexico. 


Tales come out of Mexico of gold, 


silver, and ammunition that Villa has 
buried that put to shame the stories 
of Captain Kidd and the lost pirate 
treasure of Cocos island. 


"I-should place the gold and silver 


in bullion .and money that Villa has 
buried in northern Mexico at $5,000,- 
000," said one of the bandit's former 
.lieutenants. 
"The spots where this 


treasure is buried are known to no 
one on earth except Pancho Villa, The 
men who buried it for him were shot. 


"Villa himself told me of ono cache

In case, 
for instance, where the name of the man for president or vice- 
president appears on the ballot for delegates, the object according 
to Section 5-22 of the Statutes, is for the purpose of enabling 
every voter to express his choice for the nomination of candidates 
for president and vice president of the United States. Whenever 
there shall be filed with the Secretary of State, nomination papers 
as provided by section 5-21 of the statutes, the nomination of such 
candidates to be certified to the county clerk and placed upon-the 
ofhcial delegate ballot. 


The Judicial ballot used at this election is for the purpose of 


electing a Justice of the Supreme Court to succeed Wm. H Timlin, 
whose term expires the first Monday of January, 1917, and such 
other Judicial officers, County and State, whose terms expire at 
the time. 


The ballot should not be marked in any other manner except 


as heretofore mentioned. If the ballot be'spoiled it must be re- 
turned to the ballot clerk, who must issue another in its stead, but 
not more than three in all shall be .issued to any one voter Five 
minutes time is allowed in the booth to mark'ballot. 
Unofficial 


ballots or memorandum to assist the voter in marking his ballot 
can be taken into the booth and may be used to copy from. This 
ballot must not be shown so that any person can see how it has 
been marked by the voter. 


_ After the ballot is marked it should be folded so that the 


inside cannot be seen, but so that the printed endorsements and 
signitures oi the ballot clerks on the outside may be seen. Then 
the voter should pass out of the booth or compartment, give his 
name to the inspector in charge of the ballot box, hand him his 
baliot to be placed in the box, and pass out of the voting place 


A voter who declares to the presiding officer that he is unable 


to read, or that by any reason of physical disability he is unable 
to mark his bailot can have assistance of one or two election officers 
in marking same, to be chosen by the voter, and if he declares he 
is totally blind he may be assisted by any person chosen by him 
from among the legal voters of the county. The presiding officer 
may administer an oath in his discretion, as to such person's dis- 
ability.

WOMAN LOOSE IN ARGUMENT 


It Is Difficult for Her to Concentrate 


on Central Idea, According 


to Writer. 


Nearly 90,000,000 cubic feet of lim- 


ber are placed in the anthracite mines- 
of Pennsylvania every year, if an esti- 
mate in tho Colliery Engineer, lately 
acquired by Coal Age, that the amount 
of timber In anthracite mines is ap- 
proximately one cubic Coot for every 
ton of coal mined, is correct. The tim- 
bered gangways and drifts cover a 
vast extent, exceeding 7,000 miles, and 
tho closely timbered shafts with their 
miles of heavy guide timbers which 
must be constantly replaced, form a 
*rge Item. The total output since the- 
beglnning of anthracite mining is over 
2,500,000,000 tons. 


A billion tons of water, or over 11 


times as many tons as tho coal pro- 
duced during the year, must be pumped 
out of the anthracite mines every year. 
According to the chief of the Pennsyl- 
vania department of mines the timber- 
ing is an even greater expense than 
the pumping. The cost of placing this. 
vast forest below, ground Is stagger- 
ing. 


The cost of the material Is given as 


about 6.5 cents per cubic loot for 
round timber and 20 cents per cubic 
foot for sawed timber. At tho lower 
figure this would make 1)0,000.000 cubic 
feet cost $5,850,000. In addition to this, 
there are millions of mine ties, and 
heavy white oak is used for the mine 
cars. The use of steel timbers, which 
are being adopted on account of their 
longevity, for main gangways, turn- 
outs, pump rooms and shaft and slope 
bottoms, will add to the total cost of 
mining f6r the next few years, but will 
effect a final saving. Most of the tim- 
ber now used in the anthracite mines 
is yellow pine from the South.

While a portion of the raiders en- 
gaged the cavalrymen others detailed 
by the bandit chieftain began applying 
the torch and shooting American civil- 
ians who ventured from the buildings. 


Lights in homes and public build- 


ings immediately became targets for 
snipers posted 
at Villa's direction. 


Other bandits creeping close l.o Ameri-

spoken invitations. A number of fa- 
talities are attributed to this ruse. 


Buildings Are Fired. 


Stores were looted, oil was poured 


upon frame structures and the match 
applied by still other bandits.

smashed, but the. looters obtained only 
one small registered package. 


Civilians armed themselves and to- 


•ether with United States soldiers 
fought a battle of several hours with 
the bandits. 
Colonel Slocurn's revol- 


ver was shot from his hand as he left 
his quarters. Some of the bandits, by 
speaking English, lured housefolk to 
the streets and shot thorn. 
From 


burning hotels and other structures 
persons who sought to escape were 
iilled or wounded. 


The fighting in the town ended al- 


most as suddenly as it began. Less 
than two bourse after the first shot 
was heard Villa's buglers sounded the 
retreat and the raiders began a disor-

American troopers. 


Villa at Head of Raiders. 


Information that Francisco Villa and 


his chief lieutenant, Pablo Lopez, were 
in personal command of the raid was 
given Colonel Slocum by a Mexican 
rancher captured by t.he bandits las 
Sunday and who escaped during the 
fighting. 
This Mexican told of the 


hanging of the American ranchers Me 
Kinney, Corbett and O'Ncil. He addec 
tha.t a fourth American, whose -name 
he did not know, had been hanged ai 
the same time. 
The Mexican said 


Villa attacked with from 800 to 1,000 
men and a machine gun platoon. 


75 Bodies of Mexicans Burned. 


Soldiers and citizens divided atten- 


tion to the vigil along the interna- 
tional 
boundary with the work of 


clearing 
the battlefield 
of Mexican 


dead. Approximately 75 Mexican dead 
have been found on the American side 
and either burned or buried. This was 
pointed to by American officials as an 
evidence of the effectiveness of the 
fire of American troopers.

Will Keep Troops at Maximum Num- 
ber as Long as Emergency Exists— 
Opposed by Socialist. 


Washington, March 16.-^Tho house 


by a vote of 236 to 1 on Tuesday 
adopted a resolution authorizing the 
president to bring the regular army up 
to war strength at once. 


Meyer London, Socialist 
of New 


York, was the only one to veto against 
the resolution, which now goes to the 
senate. It is expected to bo speedily 
adopted there. 


Thn war department decided that 


It must bring the army up to full 
strength at pneo because of the Mex- 
ican situation. It became known that 
at tbeir conference in the morning 
Secretary of War Baker and Chairman 
Hay of the house military affairs com- 
mittee agreed that Immediato action 
was necessary. 


Th& army now ha» 91,000 men. Its 


full strength is limited to 120,000. The 
resolution which Hay put before the 
house authorizes the secretary of war 
to take steps to raise 29,000 more men 
ni once. It Is understood that Presi- 
dent Wilson sanctioned the plan. 


Following is tho resolution provid- 


ing ths increase: 


"Resolved, by the senate and house 


•of representatives in congress assem- 
bled, that when in the judgment of the 
president an emergency arises which 
makes it necessary, all organizations 
of tho army which are now below the 
maximum strength authorized by law 
shall bo raised forthwith 
to that 


strength and shall be maintained as 
r.carly as possible thereat as bng as 
the emergency shall continue; provid- 
ed, that tho total enlisted strength of 
any of the said arms of tho service 
shall not include unnsbigned recruits 
at 'lepots or elsewhere, but at nc time 
shall said recruits exceed by more 
than fivo per centum tho total enlisted 
strength prescribed t< r suc'h arm; and 
th>: enlisted men now or hereafter au- 
thorized by law fcr any other branches! 
of thfj military service shall l>e provp- 
ed and maintained without nny im- 
pairment of tho enlisted strength pre- 
scribed for any of said arms "

Benjamin F. Sbivftly of Indiana died 
at a hospital here on Tuesday after an 
illness of many months. 
Senator 


Shively died at Providence hosiital. 
His wife, several of his children and 
his secretary, Maj. B. E. Lrng, Jr., 
were at his bedside. Senator Skively 
had been ill since the middle of last 
summer. 
A complication of diseases 


caused his death. The senator's death 
was announced in tho senate and the 
senate immediately adjourned as a 
mark of respect. 


Senator Shively was born on a farm 


In St. Joseph 
county, Indiana, on 


March 20, 1857. 


The Democrats paid Mr. Shively the 


honor of giving him their party's com- 
plimentary vote for United States sen- 
ator in 1903 and again in 1905, and 
elected him to the office on January 14, 
1909. He won over John Worth Kern, 
who later also became a United States 
senator, on the twentieth ballot in the 
Democratic caucus. He was re-elected 
in 1914, by the direct voto o£ the pe> 
pie, the first senator to receive his 
election in this way in Indiana. 


In 1SS9 Senator Shively married 


Miss Laura Jenks, (laughter of George 
A. Jf-nks of Pennsylvania, who was so- 
licitor general In the first administra- 
tion cf Grove- Cleveland, lie is sur- 
vived by his widow anl three chiUlren, 
George Jtnks, John Joel and Miry.

Captain Williams was with the de- 


tachment 
under 
Major 
Tompkms 


which pursued the Villa raiders across 
the border and is still on duty at Co- 
lumbus. He is reported to have been 
wounded in the hand. 


Women Shaken by Raid. 


Tho women appeared 
pale and 


shaken by their experience, but Worth- 
Ington, blue eyed, apple cheeked, and 
tousled as to yellow hair, strutted up 
and down the waiting room of the La 
Salle street station, evidently having 
the time of his l"s. 


The bandaged hand of the nurse 


told a story the boy did not know— 
how the wound which shattered the 
woman's wrist had saved the child 
from almost certain death by a Mex- 
ican bullet. 


"We were living in a house not far 


from the army camp," said Mrs. Wil- 
liams, who is on her way to her home 
in Norfolk, Va., which she thinks will 
be a safer spot than the border. The 
baby was asleep in his little crib 
when tho raiders came. 


"The nurse \vas resting on a cot in 


the same room, and, fortunately, was 
wakeful. 
She was the-first to hear 


the 
shooting. She quickly warned 


the rest of us and then picked up 
Worthington, still asleep, and started 
through the streets for the camp. 


Wounded, but Reached Camp. 


"She had covered about half the 


distance when a bullet from one of 
the raiders struck her right hand, 
breaking several bones. She's a brave 
girl, though, and with the blood flow- 
Ing from her wound she staggered 
along and reached the camp in safety. 


"If that bullet had been an inch or 


two either way.—well, I have enough 
horrible things to think of. But tha 
baby, you know, was in her arms. 


'My mother and I ran to the camp 


and reached it soon after the nurse. 
By that time the bullets were flying 
everywhere, for the soldiers were re- 
pelling the attack. 
Then, before I 


fairly realized what was happening, 
my husband had gathered his company 
and was away with Major Tompkins 
over the border, after the fleeing Vil- 
listas. 


"I never want to pass through an- 


other such experience. It came at 
the dead of night and was so wholly 
unexpected. 


"We knew that Villa could not be 


trusted to keep on the Mexican side 
of the border, but we didn't think it 
possible for a human being to com- 
mit such an act as that attack on in- 
nocent women and children.

made their descent on Columbus was 
told to passengers on the Rock Island 
train by Frances L. Higtion, a young 
woman who went through the raid, 
and was repeated by Horace M. Ser- 
ber and William D. Beckley of Mil- 
waukee. They reached Chicago yes- 
terday morning. Miss Higdon stopped 
at her home in St. Louis.

LIKELY TO 
BE VILLA'S TACTICS 


• Washington, D. C.—The administra- 
tion has announced that it has no in- 
tention of entering Mexico in force, 
and therefore will merely send a suffi- 
cient body of mobile troops to locate 
and disperse or capture the band or 
bands which attacked Columbus. 


This, then, is the problem before the 


war department. To bring this about, 
two forces must be provided, one to go 
after Villa and the other to guard the 
border, so that he or other Mexican 
leaders may not raid it as was done at 
Columbus, says Capt. Henry J. Reilly 
in the Chicago Tribune. 


If Villa keeps his forces concentrat- 


ed and offers battle, the problem will 
be much more simple than if he scat- 
ters his forces in small bands all over 
the country. If he keeps them concen- 
trated we will have to send a force suf- 
ficiently large to defeat him in battle 
and to guard its own Hue of communi- 
cation. 


Provisions Important Factor. 


If he scatters his troops in small 


bands all the principal points through- 
out the country in which he can oper- 
ate will have to be occupied in order 
that he may get no provisions from 
any of the towns or principal ranches 
nor water from any of the water holes 
and be unable to use any of the passes 
across the Sierra Madres, while at the 
same time bodies of troops sufficiently 
large chase and destroy his various 
bands. 


The guarding of the border has been 


a difficult matter since 1911, when the 
troops were first sent on this duty. 
The frontier is 1,200 miles long. Ap- 
proximately six hundred of this is an 
imaginary line. Along the Rio Grande, 
which runs along the eastern half of 
the border, there are many fords. In 
other words, in general the border can 
be crossed easily almost anywhere. 
All along it are ranches. Here and 
there along it are a number or towns. 


Need Cavalry on Border. 


We have never had enough troops to 


afford complete protection to all these 
towns and ranches. The consequence 
has been that in most vicinities the 
number of troops is not sufficient to 
prevent such an attack as was made 
at Columbus. Such attacks have been 
foreseen for a long time, but the war 
department could not put more troops 
along the frontier than it had avail- 
able. It is a~duty which should be 
principally performed by cavalry be- 
cause of the distances to be covered 
and because the enemy forces almost 
invariably consist of mounted troops. 


It may be remarked that in spite of 


this obvious lack of troops now evi- 
dent for almost five years ibe bill re- 
cently reported by Mr. Hay's commit- 
tee of the house of representatives 
adds no cavalry to the army and only 
ten regiments of infantry. Had there 
been sufficient cavalry immediately 
available at Columbus the probabili- 
ties are that had Villa attacked at all, 
which would have been doubtful under 
such circumstances, he not only would 
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Only One Chance.

Too Scattered for Protection. 


An attempt to give some protection 


to all parts of the border has led to 
a dispersion of the troops to such an 
extent that there are many compara- 
tively weak points, such as Columbus. 
All Villa or any other leader has to 
do is to determine by means of spies 
where they are, and then suddenly 
attack them. 


The only thing that saved the troops 


at Columbus from being beaten by the 
overwhelming numbers which villa 
brought against them Is the great su- 
periority of our regulars to any troops 
which the Mexicans can bring against 
them. For the pursuit of Villa most 
of our cavalry undoubtedly will have 
to be taken. This means that the pro- 
tection of the border will have to be 
primarily In the hands of the infantry, 
who are hindered by their comparative 
lack of mobility and the large stretches 
of country they will have to protect. 


Nature of Land. 


The state of Chihuahua is immedi- 


ately to the south of that part of the 
border along which Villa has recently 
operated. To its west is the state of 
Sonora. The two are separated by the 
Sierra Madre. 
Chihuahua is about 


three times the size of the state of 
New York. About four-fifths of it is 
rolling plain at a height of from four 
thousand to eight thousand feet above 
sea level. In general it slopes down 
hill from the south to the American 
border. 
This plain is covered with 


brush and cacti of all kinds. The veg- 
etation is distinguished by its thorn- 
bearing capacity. 


There is not a great deal of water, 


and such as ,ther.e is is generally found 
in water holes, called tanques. While 
these, as a rule, are of considerable 
size, they are generally quite a dis- 
tance apart. 


If Villa keeps his force concentrated, 


he may retreat'practically due south, 
which means a long stern chase, with 
a steadily increasing line of communi- 
cations and more and more danger of 
the mass of the Mexican people be- 
coming convinced that we are making 
a real invasion instead of merely help- 
ing the federal authorities to dispose 
of a dangerous rebel. 


On the other hand, he may cross the 


Sierra Madres and raid some part of 
the Arizona border, or he may return 
to the east and strike some part of 
the Texas border. 
If he goes due 


south, the railroad of course will be 
available for a line of communications. 
If he goes toward the Sierra Madres, 
the railway running to Minaca will 
be available. 
If he goes in any other 


direction, wagon trains and pack trains 
will have to be used. Whatever the 
line of communications, they will have 
to be guarded to prevent Villa or any 
considerable part of his force from 
slipping around the troops after him 
and attacking tliem.

This means cav- 
alry and field artillery. If lie gets into 
the Sierra Madres mountain artillery 
only can be used. In this type of ar- 
tillery the guns are dismounted from 
the carriages and all the parts and am- 
munition carried on pack mules. 


One Aero Squadron. 


We have one aero squadron which, 


if it can get over the country, probably 
will be of great use in helping to locate 
any considerable forces 
Villa may 


keep together. We have no reserve of 
men or horses to bring our regiments 
to war strength or to make good cas. 
ualtics. 
Therefore, even if we start 


with them at peace strength, we will 
have to let the regiments used run 
down in strength or else (ill them up 
with green men and green horses. The 
greater the number of these the less 
the efficiency, with the consequence 
that as time goes on wo will probably 
need a good many more men than 
would have been the case had we at 
the present time sufficient trained re- 
servists to fill our regiments to war 
strength and to make good casualties. 


Will Resort to Guerrilla Warfare. 
From Villa's expressed intention to 


involve the United States as much as 
possible iu order to force intervention, 
the probabilities are that he will not 
make any attempt to fight a campaign 
but will scatter his forces, in order 
to give as much trouble as possible, 
keep the border in an uproar, and 
draw our forces as far as possible into 
Mexico. While the administration has 
definitely stated its desire to do noth- 
ing more than to eliminate Villa, th« 
problem, due to the extent of country 
over which he can operate and oui 
comparative lack of troops, which pro 
vents our speedily ending the cam 
paign, is one which can easily involvo 
us in difficulties which can only bn 
settled by a general war with Mexico. 


GOLD AND AMMUNITION 


BURIED BY VILLA'S MEN 


Villa has 3,000 men with him now, 


according to the most authoritative re- 
ports. Ten thousand men, it is be- 
lieved, will join him on the day the 
American invasion is launched. Men 
old in the wisdom of the border say 
Villa will have from 20,000 to 30,000 
men within a week after the hated 
"gringo" sets foot in Mexico. 


Tales come out of Mexico of gold, 


silver, and ammunition that Villa has 
buried that put to shame the stories 
of Captain Kldd and the lost pirate 
treasure of Cocos island. 


"I should place the gold and silver 


In b'ullion and money that Villa has 
buried in northern Mexico at $5,000,- 
000," 
said one of the bandit's former 


lieutenants. 
"The spots where this 


treasure is buried are known to no 
one on. earth except Pancho Villa. The 
men who buried it for him were shot. 


"Villa himself told me of one cache 


of treasure he made in the mountains 
near Guerrero, which is popularly sup- 
posed to have been his birthplace. It 
required a pack train of six burros to 
carry the sacks of money and gold and 
silver bars to the spot where Villa 
had decided to inter them. 


"Six men dug the trench. 
After 


their return to camp. Villa had them 
arrested on a charge of treason. They 
met their death in front of a line of 
Mausers and took the secret of the 
buried wealth into the other world 
with them. 


"Villa told me this because I hap- 


pened to know one of the men and 
asked about him. 'He was a good sol- 
dier,' Villa answered, 'but I had to kifl 
him. 


"Villa also has buried millions of 


pounds of ammunition and has sealad 
the secret of the caches in tragedy. 1 
believe he has enough buried ammu- 
nition at big disposal to carry on, a 
long campaign."

and Los Angeles, the gateways to Cbl- 
huabua, Sonora and lower California. 
No general embargo on arms to Mex- 
ico has been ordered. 


All customs officials on tho border 


have been instructed to enforce to tho 
utmost limit tho embargo on tho ship- 
ments of all arms and ammunition to 
Mexico except that destined for the 
use of the Carranza forces.

"Wo were living in a house not far 


from tho army camp," said Mrs. Wil- 
liams, who is on her way to her home 
in Norfolk, Va., which she thinks will 
tin a safer spot than the border. The 
baby was asleep in his little crib 
when the raiders came. 


"The nurse was resting on a cot in 


the same room, and. fortunately, was 
wakeful.

Worthington, still asleep, and started 
through the streets for tho camp. 


Wounded, but Reached Camp. 


"She had covered about half the 


distance when a bullet from one of 
tho raiders struck her right hand, 
breaking several bones. She's a bravo 
girl, though, and with the blood t'.ow- 
1ns from her wound she staggered 
along and reached the camp in safety. 


"If that bullet had been an inch or 


two cither way—well, I have enough 
horribly things to think of. But the 
baby, you know, was in her arms. 


•My mother and I ran to the camp 


and reached it soon after the nurse. 
By that time the bullets wore flying 
everywhere, for the soldiers were re- 
pelling the attack.

HARASSING WiTM 
SCATTERED BANDS 


LIKELY TO BE VILLA'S TACTICS 


. Washington, 0. C.—The administra- 
tion lias announced that it has no in- 
tention of entering Mexico in force, 
and therefore will merely send a suffi- 
cient body of mobile troops to locate 
and disperse or capture the band or 
bands which attacked Columbus. 


This, then, is the problem before the 


•war department. To bring this about, 
two forces must be provided, one to go 
after Villa and the other to guard the 
border, so that he or other Mexican 
leaders.may not raid it as was done at 
Columbus, says Capt. Henry J. Reilly 
in the Chicago Tribune. 


If Villa keeps his forces concentrat- 


ed and offers battle, the problem -will 
be much more simple than if he scat- 
ters his forces in small hands all over 
the country. If he keeps them concen- 
trated we will have to send a force suf- 
ficiently large to defeat him In battle 
and to guard its own line of communi- 
cation. 


Provisions Important Factor. 


If he scatters his troops in small 


bands all the principal points through- 
out the country In which he can oper- 
ate will have to be occupied in order 
that he may get no provisions from 
any of the towns or principal ranches 
nor water from any of the water holes 
and be unable to use any of the passes 
across the Sierra Matlres, while at the 
same time bodies of troops sufficiently 
large chase and destroy his various 
bands. 
The guarding of the border has been 


a difficult matter since 1911, w.hen the 
troops were first sent on this duty. 
The frontier is 1,200 miles long. Ap- 
proximately six hundred of this is an 
imaginary line. Along the Rio Grande, 
which runs-along the eastern half of 
the border, there are many fords. In 
other words, in general the border can 
be crossed easily almost anywhere. 
All along it are ranches. 
Here and 


there along it are a number of towns. 


Need Cavalry on Border. 


We have never had enough troops to 


afford complete protection to all these 
towns and ranches. The consequence 
has been that in most vicinities the 
number of troops is not sufficient to 
prevent such an attack as was made 
at Columbus. Such attacks have been 
foreseen for a long time, but the war 
department could not put more troops 
along the frontier than it had avail- 
able. 
It is a-duty which should be 


principally performed by cavalry be- 
cause of the distances to be covered 
and because the enemy forces almost 
Invariably consist of mounted troops. 


It may be remarked that in spite of 


this obvious lack of troops now evi- 
dent for almost five years the bill re- 
cently reported by Mr. Hay's commit- 
tee of the house of representatives 
adds no cavalry to the army and only 
ten. regiments of infantry. 
Had there 


been 
sufficient cavalry immediately 


available at Columbus the probabili- 
ties are that had Villa attacked at all, 
which would have been doubtful under 
such circumstances, he not only would 


have been beaten, as he was, but cap- 
tured or killed, and his whole force 
dispersed. 


Too Scattered for Protection. 


An attempt to give some protection 


to all parts of the border has led to 
a dispersion of the troops to such an 
extent that there are many compara- 
tively weak points, such as Columbus. 
All Villa or any other leader has to 
do is to determine by means of spies 
where they are, and then suddenly 
attack them. 


The only thing that saved the troops 


at Columbus from being beaten by the 
overwhelming numbers which Villa 
brought against them Is tho great su- 
periority of our regulars to any troops 
which the Mexicans can bring against 
them. For the pursuit of Villa most 
of our cavalry undoubtedly will have 
to be taken. This means that the pro- 
tection of the border will have to be 
primarily in the bands of the infantry, 
who are hindered by their comparative 
lack of mobility and the large stretches 
of country they will have to protect. 


Nature of Land. 


The state of Chihuahua is immedi- 


ately to the south of that part of the 
border along which Villa has recently 
operated. To its west is tho state of 
Sonora. The two are separated by the 
Sierra Madre. 
Chihuahua is about 


three times the size of the state of 
New Tork. 
About four-fifths of it is 


rolling plain at a height of from four 
thousand to eight thousand feet above 
sea level. 
In general it slopes down 


hill from the south to the American 
border. 
This plain is covered with 


brush and cacti of all kinds. The veg- 
etation is distinguished by its thorn- 
bearing capacity. 


There is not a great deal of water, 


and such as there is is generally found 
in water holes, called tanques. 
While 


these, as a rule, are of considerable 
size, they are generally quite a dis- 
tance apart. 


If Villa keeps his force concentrated, 


he may retreat "practically due south, 
which means a long stern chase, with 
a steadily increasing line of communi- 
cations and more and more danger of 
the mass of the Mexican people be- 
coming convinced that we are making 
a real invasion instead of merely help- 
ing the federal authorities to dispose 
of a dangerous rebel. 


On the other hand, he may cross tho 


Sierra Madres and raid some part of 
the Arizona border, or he may return 
to the east and strike some part of 
the Texas border. 
If he goes due 


south, the railroad of course will be 
available for a line of communications. 
If he goes toward the Sierra Madres, 
the railway running to Minaca will 
be available. If he goes in any other 
direction, wagon trains and pack trains 
will have to be used. 
Whatever the 


line o£ communications, they will have 
to be guarded to prevent Villa or any 
considerable part of his force from 
slipping around the troops after him 
and attacking tliem. 


As practically all Villa's men are 


mounted, to catch him mounted troops 
will have to be used. This moans cav- 
alry and lield artillery. 
If be gets into 


the Sierra Madres mountain artillery 
only can be used. In this type of ar- 
tillery the guns aro dismounted from 
the carriages and all the parts and am- 
munition carried on pack mules. 


One Aero Squadron. 


We have om; aero squadron which, 


if it can get over the country, probably 
will be of great use in helping to locate 
any 
considerable 
forces 
Villa 
may 


keep together. We have no reserve of 
men or horses to bring our regiments 
to war strength or to malie ;;t:;>d cas- 
ualties. 
Therefore, oven if we start 


with them at peace P t n n r , t h . wo will 
have to let tho regiments used run 
down in strength or e'.so f.ll them up 
with green men and green horses. '1 ho 
greater the number of these the less 
the cfnciency, with tho consequence 
that as time goes on wo will probably 
neod a good many more men than 
would have been the case had wo at 
the present time sufficient trained re- 
servists to till our regiments to war 
strength and to mako good casualties. 


Will Resort to Guerrilla Warfare. 
From Villa's expressed intention to 


involve the United States as much as 
possible in order to force intervention, 
tha probabilities ara that he will not 
make any attempt to fight a campaign 
but will scatter nig forces, in order 
to give as much trouble as possible, 
keep the border in an uproar, and 
draw our forces as far as possible into 
Mexico. While the administration has 
definitely stated its desire to do noth- 
ing more than to eliminate Villa. th« 
problem, due to the extent of country 
over which he can operate and our 
comparative lack of troops, which pro 
vents our speedily ending the cam 
paign, is one which can easily involve 
us in difficulties which can only bo 
settled by a general war with Mexico.

BURIED BY VILLA'S MEN 


Villa has 3,000 men with him now, 


according to the most authoritative re- 
ports. 
Ten thousand ir.cn. it is be- 


lieved, will join him on the day the 
American invasion is launchtd. Men 
old in the wisdom of tha border say 
Villa will have from 20.000 to 30,000 
men within a week aftor the hated 
"gringo" sets foot in Mexico. 


Tales come out of Mexico of gold, 


silver, and ammunition that Villa has 
buried that put to shame the stories 
ot Captain Kidd and the lost pirate 
treasure of Cocos island. 


"I should place the gold and silver 


in bullion and money that Villa has 
buried in northern Mexico at $5,000,- 
000," 
said one of the bandit's former 


lieutenants. 
"The spots whore this 


treasure is buried are known to no 
one on oarth except Pancho Villa. The 
men who burled it for him wore shot. 


"Villa himself told me of one cache 


of treasure he made in the mountains 
near Guerrero, which is popularly sup- 
posed to have been his birthplace. It 
required a pack train of six burros to 
carry the sacks of money and gold and 
silver bars to the spot whore Villa 
had decided to inter them. 


"Six men dug the trench. 
After 


their return to camp. Villa had them 
arrested on a charge of treason. They 
met their death in front of a line of 
Mausers and took the secret ot the 
buried wealth into the other world 
with them. 


"Villa told me this because I hap- 


pened to know one ot the men and 
asked about him. 'He was a good sol- 
dier,' Villa answered, 'but I had to kill 
him. 


"Villa also has burled millions of 


pounds of ammunition and has sealed 
the secret of the caches in tragedy. 1 
believe he has enough buried ammu- 
nition at hia disposal to carry on a 
long campaign."
